The State Elections Board stdfias received a number of
inquiriesconcerning the last day on which the legislatoes

act to ensure that a proposed constitutional amendmehgecan
placedon the ballot for the April 1, 2003 sprietection. The
legislature must complete action on a proposed constitutional
amendmenho later than GlesdayFebruary 18, 2003.

By statute all proposed constitutiorsmhendments and any
othermeasure or question that is to be submitted to aofote
the people shall be filed with thefifial or agency responsible
for preparing the ballots for the electioa later than 42 days
prior to the election at which the amendment, measure or
questionwill appear on the ballot. .37 Wis. Stats.,
Februaryl8, 2003, is 42 days before the April 1, 2003 spring
election.

In order for the legislative action to be filed in affice, it is
sufficientfor the chief clerks to notify our fi€e by e-mail,

that the legislature passed the resolutino later than
Februaryl8, 2003. It is not necessary that we receive the
signed resolution by the close of business on February 18,
2003.

In order to facilitate preparation for the April 2003 spring
election,| suggest that the sponsoring legislators contact the
office of the Attorney General to make arrangements for the
preparatiorof the explanatory statement required b 01
(2)(c) Wis. Stats. The explanatory statemisrpiublished in

the paper by the county clerk immediately before the election.
It is also posted at the polling place on election day

Pleasemake the appropriate arrangements to ensure that this
information is communicatedto the members of the
legislature.
